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OSU Fire Kills Coed, Hurts 14; See Arson 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— A 
fire officials say appeared “ob­ 
viously set” killed one coed and 
hurt 14 others early today in a 
tower dormitory on the campus 
of Ohio State University. 
The blaze broke out in an lith 
floor suite of the 24-floor circ- - 
ular Lincoln Tower which houses \ 
1,000 students. There were 70 
coeds on the lith floor. All suf­ 
fered to some degree from 
smoke inhalation. 
The dead girl, who died in 
nearby University Hospital sev­ 
eral hours after the fire of 
smoke inhalation, was identified 
as Pam Patterson, 18, of 5510 


\V . State Route 55, Ludlow Falls. 
She was a freshman majoring in 
arts and sciences. 
Nine students suffered minor 
injuries and were admitted for 
treatment, three others were 
treated and released, and two 
coeds are in critical condition. 
University Vice President Gor­ 
don B. Carson closed the lith 
floor and said ain intensive in­ 
vestigation was under way to de­ 
termine what actually started 
the fire he said was “obviously 
set.” He said the blaze definite­ 
ly began in a lounge of one of 
the six four-bedroom suites on 
the floor, the central core of 


which is an elevator shaft. 
The windows in the tower are 
small and sealed. Some coeds 
broke the windows and firemen 
believe 
some 
perhaps 
saved 
themselves from suffocation this 
way. 
Carson noted a fire was set 
in the adjoining twin Morrill 
Tower last week and that the 
fire in Lincoln Tower today 
“was similar.” The fire in Mor­ 
rill Tower caused about $1,000 
damage but no injuries. 
“I don’t know what was used 
(to set the fire) but it was ob­ 
viously something to get it going 
fast,” Carson said. 


Carson was the key figure in 
a recent campus disturbance in 
which a group of students rep­ 
resenting 
the 
campus 
Black 
Student Union took over the ad­ 
ministration building for hours. 
Carson and some other univer­ 
sity officials were held under 
restraint while negotiating grie­ 
vances. 
Soot-covered, 
some 
uncon­ 
scious, others choking from the 
smoke, the coeds were carried 
and led from the building by 
firemen and police who covered 
the scene before dawn. 
Elevators comprise the cen­ 
tral core of the tower. Some stu­ 


dents unable to use any one of 
the elevators or get down smoke 
filled emergency stairs, threw 
mattresses out small windows 
and hanged knotted sheets lead­ 
ers out windows to prepare for 
escape. 
But no one 
jumped 
or climbed out. 
Some covered their faces with 
wet towels as fire emergency 
squadmen 
and police helped 
them out. 
Many coeds in the building, 
subjected 
to numerous 
false 
alarms in the past, were un­ 
aware the alarm was a real one. 
Girls occupy from the 4 to 14th 
floors inclusively, and men stu­ 


dents the upper floors. The men 
students tried to get down the 
stairways but were forced to the 
unoccupied 
23rd 
floor 
when 
smoke blocked the fire exit. 
Under emergency procedures, 
the building’s three automatic 
elevators are switched to manu­ 
al operators. Student conselors 
manned these elevators and took 
many men and women from tile 
building. 
Firemen had the blaze, which 
broke out in a living room of 
one lith floor suit, under control 
shortly after arrival. 
Two of the 14 hurt, most of 
them 
suffering from 
severe 


smoke inhalation, were listed in 
critical condition. These a r e 
Diane Pollitt, 283 Washington 
St., Elyria, a member of the 
tower staff, and student Retta 
Foster, 1102 Cheynne St., Colo­ 
rado Springs, Colo.

Reagan Visits 
Ohio Today 


Speaks Tonight 
In Cleveland 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — 
Gov. Ronald Reagan of Califor­ 
nia visits Ohio today amid spec­ 
ulation he is testing out pos­ 
sibilities of becoming a Repub­ 
lican presidential contender. 
The visit will wind up a four- 
day tour of four states and will 
be climaxed tonight at a $1,000 
per person cocktail party in 
Cleveland. 
But if the governor is testing 
a possible run for the GOP 
nomination, he’ll unlikely re­ 
ceive encouragement from Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes. 
Rhodes 
reiterated

delega­ 
tion to the Republican national 
convention remains uncommit­ 
ted.” 
Rhodes 
will 
greet 
Reagan 
when his plane lands at Port 
Columbus Airport before noon. 
After a news conference here, 
Reagan will go to Cleveland. 
In Cleveland, Reagan plans a 
news conference in the Sheraton 
Cleveland Hotel at 4 p. rn. and 
an appearance in Public Square 
at 5 p. rn. 
Between 6 and 7 p. rn. he is 
due at a cocktail party in the 
Sheraton at which the minimum 
admission price is $1,000. He 
then will address a $150-a-plate 
banquet sponsored by die Cuya­ 
hoga - Lake (County) division 
of the Ohio Republican Finance 
Committee.

of the New York-based Haitian 
Coalition. 
Duvalier told tile newspaper 
Nouveau Monde that the invad­ 
ers could have come from the 
United States, Jam aica, Cuba or 
the Bahamas. Both the Domini­ 
can and Jamaican governments 
denied their territory had been 
the 
springboard. 
The 
Cuban 
press and radio reported the 
bombing attack without com­ 
ment and said “some Western 
agencies” reported the landing 
force might have come from 
Cuba. Some observers in Ha­ 
vana said the prompt publica­ 
tion of this speculation indicated 
Cuba was not involved. 
The new attempt on Duva- 
lier’s iron-fisted control of his 
impoverished half of the Carib­ 
bean island of Hispaniola came 
about one year after he exiled 
his daughter and her army colo­ 
nel husband to the United States 
and had 19 army officers exe­ 
cuted on charges of plotting 
against him 
Dozens of plots and invasion 
attempts have been reported 
since “ Papa Doc” became pres­ 
ident in 1957. None has been on 
a scale sufficient for success.

Tuesday night, but an estimated 
2,500 students met and drew up 
a list of grievances to submit 
to President Vernon Alden to­ 
day. 
The 650 National Guardsmen— 
called iii Monday after a wild 
demonstration by students Sun­ 
day night — remained on the 
alert throughout tile night. 
The guard did not see actual 
duty at any time, and Adj. Gen. 
S. T. Del Corso said the men 
probably would begin returning 
home this morning.

Rector Talks 


To Combined 


State Meeting 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—You 
can’t have a little bit of law 
and order any more than you 
can have a little bit of preg­ 
nancy. an officer of the National 
Council on Crime and Delin­ 
quency said here today. 
Milton G. Rector, director of 
the council, told a joint meeting 
of Ohio merchants, newspaper­ 
men and bankers of the case 
of a New York millionaire who 
had declined to join the board 
of trustees of the council. 
He said the millionaire would 
not recognize that 25 per cent 
of the $1,000 per week he gam­ 
bled went to cut the rug from 
beneath the police department 
of the city he loved. 
Rector spoke to a joint meet­ 
ing of the Ohio State Council of 
Retail Merchants, Ohio Bankers 
Association and Ohio Newspaper 
Association. 
In urging the group to “ put 
crime out of business” Rector 
said it was vital that the busi­ 
ness community should throw 
its whole weight behind police 
departments to help them fight 
corruption.

NEW YORK (AP) — Police 
cleared a barricaded building 
and arrested 131 demonstrators 
without incident 
at Columbia 
University early today, but in 
the hour before dawn the trou­ 
bled Ivy League campus erupt­ 
ed again in violence. 
When it had subsided, 22 more 
persons had been arrested and 
about 60—including IO police­ 
men—had been injured. 
Columbia, a venerable, 214- 
year-old institution atop Morn­ 
ingside Heights in upper Man­ 


hattan, has 25,000 students, in­ 
cluding those iii its affiliated 
colleges and schools. 
Columbia President Grayson 
Kirk had summoned police to 
“clear the area” after small 
fires broke out in dormitories 
and shouting students defied or­ 
ders to return to the dorms. 
At 4:25 a.m., a thousand po­ 
lice rushed across the campus. 
They were met head-on by a 
wave of students who answered 
a call; “To the barricades.” 
A stone flew, striking a police­ 


man in the face. He hied pro­ 
fusely. Police surged into the 
students, 
nightsticks 
flailing, 
and blood was drawn on both 
sides. 
The storm had begun building 
late Tuesday, one month after 
several hundred demonstrators 
led, among others, by the radi­ 
cal Students for a Democratic 
Society began a siege that even­ 
tually ied to temporary control 
oi campus buildings.

A survey of major airlines 
and travel agencies shows that 
the sale of tickets has taken up 
the slack caused by initial an­ 
nouncement of

proposals 
three months ago and that sales 
are now as good or better than 
last year. 
Asked how business was, one 
travel 
agency 
executive 
an­ 
swered: “I’m looking for help 
right now, that’s how good it 
is.” 
The executive, Josephine Ar­ 
n a of American International 
Travel Service, said, “It’s far 
superior to last year. This being 
an election year I wouldn’t wor­ 
ry too much about the possibili­ 
ty of a travel tax.” 
A key feature of the proposals

There 
diets are likely to consist main­ 
ly of potatoes. 
Among the distressed Nav ajo 
Indians of Arizona and New 
Mex ico, the staple is fried bread 
and coffee. There babies are of­ 
ten crippled and sometimes die 
from malnu trition. And condi­ 
tions are ju st abou t as bad for 
families of cotton field hands of 
Alabama, mostly ou t of work 
now that machines hav e taken 
ov er jobs once held by men. 
At the program’s end, Ku ralt 
said federal food programs are 
often kept ou t of states and 
cou nties where help is needed; 
that federal su rplu s commodi-

Giants Top Atlanta, Tie for Second

Herman Franks got the game 
he’d been waiting for. Larry 
Shepard still is waiting. 
Franks’ San Francisco Giants 
beat Atlanta 6-4 Tuesday night 
and moved into a tie for second 
place in the National League 
with the Braves. 
Shepard’s Pittsburgh Pirates 
fought the New York Mets 17 in­ 
nings before bowing 4-3 and 
dropping into the cellar. 
In 
other 
National 
League 
games, Los Angeles crushed St. 
Louis 9-2, Houston bombed Cin­ 
cinnati 8-2 and Chicago edged 
Philadelphia 6-5. 
“It’s about time we did some­ 
thing right,” said Franks after 
the Giants, losers in three of 
their last four games, had taken 
a 5-0 lead and then held off a 
late Braves’ rally. “ But I was 
worried. Thank goodness for 
Jim Ray Hart.” 
Hart blasted his ninth homer 
in the first inning, driving in 
two runners ahead of him. Ray 
Sadecki held off the Braves un­ 
til the fifth, when Deron John­ 
son homered and left the game 
in the seventh when Bob Bolin 
and Frank Linzy were called on 
to quell the uprising.

French Strikes Still Spreading 


PARIS 
(AP) — 
President 
Charles dc Gaulle’s government 
appeared certain to defeat the 
censure motion in the National 
Assembly tonight, but the strike 
crisis 
smothering 
activity 
in 
city after city showed no sign of 
abating. 
More than 2 million workers 
joined 
the 
strike 
Tuesday, 
bringing yie number in revolt 
against the government to more 
than 8 million—about half the 
nation’s work force. The strike 
even hit Les Hailes, the capi­ 
tal’s central food market, where 
fruit 
and 
vegetable 
workers 
went on a 24-hour warning walk­ 
out. 
Most of France’s major indus­ 
tries, transport and public serv­ 


ices were idle. But electricity 
and gas were still being sup­ 
plied, and telephones and tele­ 
graph were operating. 
For the Parisian, the strike 
meant no banks open, huge piles 
of garbage in the streets, no 
public transportation, no mail, 
little 
commercial 
entertain­ 
ment, and lineups for food and 
gasoline. 
The situation was similar in 
Bordeaux, Brest, Clermont-Fer­ 
rand, Lille, Lyon, Marseille, Po­ 
itiers, Rennes and Toulouse. 
Meanwhile, deputies in the 
National Assembly bogged down 
Tuesday in a discussion of tech­ 
nicalities of the French educa­ 
tion system and which party has 
done the most to advance it. 


Senator's Aide, Now Wife, 


Says She's Busiest Ever 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Lola 
Aiken, a senator’s 
aide who 
married the boss after more 
than 30 years as an employe 
says she’s thriving in her dou­ 
ble role as wife and administra­ 
tive assistant.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Orville L. 
Freeman says Congress must 
come up with more money and 
grant added authority if his de­ 
partment is to expand programs 
for feeding poor Americans. 
“ Right now we are stretched 
to the very limit of our budget, 
our available manpower and 
our legal authority to carry on 
these programs,” he told the 
House 
Education 
and 
Labor 
Committee. 
His remarks were prepared 
for a hearing today. 
Some 
committee 
members 
said Tuesday they intended to 
question Freeman sharply about 
improving the school-lunch pro­ 
gram. 
The committee is considering 
a resolution calling for a presi­ 
dential 
commission 
to 
study 
malnutrition and report by Jan. 
I. 
Before about 35 persons from 
the Poor People’s Campaign at­ 
tending Tuesdav’s hearing, Rep. 
Roman C. Pucinski, D-Hl., con­ 
tended 
immediate 
action—not 
further study—was needed. 
“These people sitting in this 
room don’t want to wait,” he 
said. “They’re here in Washing­ 
ton now because they want ac­ 
tion now. 
“We can’t tell them there’ll be 
more studies. We’ve had enough 
studies.” 
Freeman endorsed the resolu­ 
tion for a study. 
And on the eve of the testimo­ 
ny, the Agriculture Department 
issued a warning to 53 counties 
in eight states it will step in un­ 
less they particinae in federal 
food programs for the poor. A 
spokesman said the denartment 
“is determined to get the hun­ 
gry fed by the end of the year.” 
“If we are to close the nutri­ 
tion gap,” Freeman told the 
committee, “we must continue 
to knock down the walls of pub­ 


lic indifference, to gain wides­ 
pread public recognition of tile 
full range of needs and priori­ 
ties of the poor. 
“We must obtain more funds 
and 
additional 
legslation 
to 
meet the needs and priorities 
which cannot presently be met. 
“We have requested addition­ 
al funds, and are seeking new 
authority to reach out to those 
people who cannot be reached 
today,” he said.
